dishonest dealers, and taken from pol- 
luted wells or streams. The washing of 
cans even in infected water is sufficient 
to transmit the germs of disease.

A tAW AT LAST. 


The bill introduced by Senator La Grave 


to more fully secure the secrecy of the bal- 
lot, has been signed by the Governor and 
is now the law of the State. 
A similar bill, 


introduced by Mr. La Grave two years ago, 
passed tbe Senate before the bosses were 
aware of its import, but it was reconsidered 
and defeated. 
At thii session it was the 


first bill introduced in tbe Senate, 
The 


Committee on Elections, to whioh it was 
referred, reported it favorably and it passed 
the Senate uome weeks ago. It slumbered 
in committee iu the Assembly for some 
time, but that body finally, while stricken 
with remorse, passed It with but one 
amendment. This the Senate concurred 
in and the hill was sent to the Governor 
and approved by him. 


The Act provides, among other things, 


that a sufficient number of places, booths, 
or compartments, ia which voters may con- 
veniently mark their ballots, shall be pro- 
vided at each polling place, and no per- 
son other than voters engaged in receiving, 
preparing or depositing their ballots, shall 
be permitted inside the guard rail of the 
booths or compartments during the time 
they 
are 
open, 
except 
by 
author- 


ity 
of tbe 
Board 
of 
Election, 
and 


in 
that 
case 
only 
for 
the 
pur- 


pose of keeping order or enforcing the law. 
Auy person desiring to vote shall give his 
nama and address to one of the Clerks of 
Election, and if tbe other Clerk find the 
name upon the registry list, one ballot 
shall ba given the voter, who shall imme- 
diately retire to one of tbe booths and pre- 
pare his ballot by making a cross or X after 
tbe name of the person for whom be in- 
tends to vote for each office, such marking 
to be made with a black lead pencil. The 
TOter shall then fold his ballot and deliver 
it to the Inspector of Election. 


Provision is made for markiug the ballot 


of a voter, who declares, under oath, that 
by reason of physical disability he is un- 
able to do so; also for furnishing the bal- 
lots and printing the names of candidates 
on the same, and voters are prohibited 
from showing their ballots, or placing any 
mark upon them by which they can after- 
wards be identified, under penalty of tine 
or imprisonment.

GETTING DISGUSTED. 


While there are hundreds of good citi- 


zens in Nevada, as elsewhere, who are dis- 
gusted with the hypocrisy and boas rule 
which have supplanted principle lu the 
Republican party, the Belmont Courier is 
the first newspaper in the State to bid it 
Iirewell.

justice had ignominious!? failed to do. 
The Chief ol Police was slain on October 
15th and that very night evidence began to 
accumulate showing his death had been 
deliberately planned by a secret tribunal 
and carried out boldly and successfully by 
tools of consultations. 
The trial lasted 


twenty-five days, and though the evidence 
seemed conclusive the jury, currently 
charged with having been tampered with, 
failed to convict. 


Last night a body ol lawyer a, doctors, 


merchants and political leaders, all per- 
sons of influence and social standing, 
quietly met and decided that some aolioc 
must be taken and the peoples' justice 
swift and sure visited upon those whom 
the jury had neglected to punish. This 
morning a call for a mass meeting at Claj 
Square on Canal street appeared in the 
papers. Down in a large room on Bien- 
ville and Royal there waa an arsenal pro- 
vided by a body of citizens.

peare. The Italian Consul, nnd Attorney 
General Rogers joined in the pursuit, but 
the police force was too small to offer much 
teaistanoa to the army of avengers. 
The 


great multitude surged around the dcioi 
and crowded the little band of blue coats 
away. Captain Lew Davis was on guard 
at tbe main entrance with a scant force. 
They were swept away like chaff before the 
wind and in an instant the littlb ante-room 
leading into the prison was jammed with 
eager, excited men. Meanwhile the pns 
oners were stricken with terror, for they 
could hear distiuotly the shouts of the 
people without, madly demanding their 
blood. 


Some of the braver of the Mafia begged 


for weapons to defend themselves, and were 
taken to the women's department to do- 
oeire the crowd. 


Captain Davis refused to open the prison 


and the doora were quickly battered in. 
Citizens poured into the prison the whoh 
night. A shout went up from the crowd. 
A detachment of police arrived but they 
were driven off under a fire of mud and 
stones. Every cell was carefully searched 
by armed citizens and they finally reached 
tbe female department, Aa they reaoheo 
the landing the assassins fled down to the 
other end. 
Halt a dozen followed them. 


The Italians crowded down in cells and 
screamed for mercy. Tbe pursuers poured 
a deadly rain of bullets into the^croucbiog 
figures. 


Geracbi was the first man killed. 
Romero fell on his knees with his face in 


his hands and in that position was shot to 
death. 


Monoslero and Coruso fell together. 
Tbe bloody executioners did their work 


well and Cometex and Trobinia, who bad

LANDS HELD UNDER CONTRACT. 


Thousands of Acres Will be Abandoned. 


According to reports from authentic 


sources thousands of acres of S ate landf, 
(soulracted for a few years ago when tue 
land craze was at its height, will be aban- 
doned. Twenty-five cants an acre, one-fifth 
of thu full price, wag paid into the Stute 
rreasurj- for .those lands and interest has 
been paid on the balance at the rate of 6 
per cent, per annum. Thu lauds were also 
tiled for State and oounty purposes. 
The 


moneys received for the lands were invested 
at less than 4 per cent, per annum, while 
the purchaser of the lands had to pay 6 per 
cent. Judge Bigelow, The Nevada Land 
*nd Cattle Company, Bnssel & Bradley 
and M. E. Ward are among those who cay 
they will abandon contract lauds, M. E, 
Ward has already thrown up a contract for 
2,900 acres. 
Tbe lands which will be 


abandoned are, of course, the least valua- 
ble that have been contracted for, and It 
will bo many years before they can be dis- 
posed of again. Probably if tha rate of 
interest on deferred payments should be 
reduned, persons holding those lands under 
contract might pay it rather than lose what 
they have invested, thus increasing not 
only the school fund, but the amount of 
taxable property. 
The Legislature and 


State officers, however, are not disposed to 
make an immediate reduction in anything, 
and look with disfavor on the proposition, 
presumably because there is no money in 
it. 


A NEW RAILROAD. 


The Bill to Provide for IU Construction 


Pawed the Senate. 


The bill introduced by Senator Comim 


to encourage tbe conitruction of a railroad 
from the eastern to the western boundary of 
Nevada, through the counties of White 
Pine, Eureka, Lander,

Surveyor, 
getting forth 
that 


twenty miles of railroad is completed, pre- 
pare an-1 issue bond* to the amount of 
$60,000 to the company, and 
thereafter 


upon completion of each enccesaive twenty 
miles issue a like amount of bonds. 
The 


bonds ore to bear interest at the rate of 5 
per oenr. per annum, the amount to be 
paid annually on the principal and interest 
of said bonds, to equal the amount col- 
lected by the county in taxes from the rail- 
road company, less the amount collected 
for State and School purpose?.
